The breach between Somalia and its ally 
the Soviet Union has profound stzategic 
implications for the Indian Ocean and the 
routes of tankers from Saud! Arabia. If the 
separation is maintained. the Soviet Unior 
will lose naval bases and land associations 
tat the tip of the African Horn: the area 
which thrusts toward Asia and the Arabian 
peninsula. and leans out ominously over the 
whole eastern coast of Africa. 

And the results could be more than topo- 
‘graphically significant: Somalia is Moslem; 
its presently hostWe attitude toward the 
Soviet Union could, as did the Egyptian 
breakaway from Moscow, tend to strengthen 
the national groups that are primarily Mos- 
lem and diminish Soviet influence in Islam, 
as well a3 in the Third World generally. 

All of this is promising for the ‘West: it 
could create embarrassments for the Soviet 
Union ‘and Cuba, which has also come 
under Somalian condemnation) in Angola 
and other Ma:tist portions of Africa. But 
it would be a mistake τὸ overestimate the 
impact of the Somalian-Soviet breach—not 
only because it might not be permanent, but 
because it is another example of the fluidity 
of today's diplomacy, rather than of any 
‘progressive Soviet diplomatic weakness. 

After all, Somalla rejected the Soviet 
Union because the latter sided with Ethiopia 


over Ogaden, that disputed territory lying 
between the land once ruled by Haile Selas- 
sle and the growing area of predominantly 
Arab influence along the coast. And it was 
not so long ago that Ethiopia was the closest 
of African nations (with the possible excep- 
tion of Liberia) to the United States. What 
the Soviet Union won from the United States 
is now costing it Somalia—but the United 
States did lose Ethiopia, 

The Horn of Africa is an especialty tangled 
stretch of strategic real estate. But what 
happened there is by no’ means unfamiliar 
these days. North Africa, which has a com- 
mon heritage of Islam and of European 
colonialism, is divided over the former 
Spanish Sahara to the polnt where open war 


could succeed the present guerrilla activities. - 


White southern Africa can focus the opposi- 
tion of black Africa—ut only up to a point. 
There could be war between neighboring 
black states over territories or among tribes 
within those states over power. And, of 
course, the United States is well aware of 
what Cyprus has done to fracture the al- 
lance President Truman created, of Greece, 
Turkey and the United States. The simpli- 
cities that were cultivated, believed in and 
at least partly factual during the late 1940s 
and early 1950s are gone with the many 
quick-shifting winds. 


Censure for South Africa 


Johan Adler, the deputy consul general of 
South Africa, asserts that his troubled 
country is “a microcosm of the world” and 
that its efforts to cope with complex racial. 
national and cultural problems deserve un- 
derstanding rather than condemnation. The 
world, he complains, uses 2 double standard 
by condemning in South Africa what they 
overlook elsewhere. 


In fact, South Africa is not a microcosm 
of the world. Indeed, it is unique: the only 
state where an entire segment of the popuia- 
tion—in this case, the nonwhite majority— 
is altogether denied participation in national 
politics solely because of race. White South 
Africans contrast their orderly application 
of law to the chaotic and brutal practices 
of many of the governments that are most 
vociferous in criticizing them. But outside 


the limited domain of the tribal homelands. 


those laws are made solely ‘by whites, and 
they intend to continue to relegate blacks to 
the status of mere economic tnstruments, 
effectively depriving them of sovereignty 
over thelr own destiny. 


Because the South African government 
turns a deaf ear to four-fifths of its citizens, 
it classifies as “agitators” and “militants” 
persons like Percy Quoboza, the editor of the

A few congressmen, speaking for citizens 
who feel the United States should go beyond 
Simply deploring Idi Amin’s crimes in 
Uganda, urge that the importing of Ugandan 
coffee be outlawed. U.S. firms take a third 
of the crop and, at current prices, pay some 
$300 million a year for it. By halting US. 
Purchases, (he argument goes, the United 
States could weaken a principal economic 
bulwark of President Amin’s power and 
perhaps bring him down. 

But it’s not that simple. Most Americans 
detest the Amin regime. But there has been 
no declaration of war and, thanks ta the 
tolerance of the other black African states 
and the support accorded Uganda by dif- 
ferent Arab and socialist nations, there Is 
no international consensus for sanctions. 
Unfortunately. when Mr. Carter sald Uganda 
had “disgusted the whole world,” he was 
wrong. 

This limits the truly digusted countries to 
Steps that, if they are more than symbolic 
gestures, can hurt the innocent people of 
Uganda as much as they hurt the corrupt 
leadership. A coffee boycott seems to us to 
fall in the latter category. Symbolic gestures 
are not unworthy: lt is just that there

OscOW ‘UPT)—Poris Pasternak’s 
dark eyes stare down from a photo- — 
graph in Oiga Ivinskaya's cramped two- 
room apartment. 

It 15 17 years since the poet’s death, but 
his presznce Is everywhere. 

Snapshots and clippings are piled on 
her desk or stuck to the bookcase. 

Now—as during their 14 turbulent years 
together-—their lives remain entwined. 

Giga Ivinskaya, €2, was Pasternak's 
rompanion and mistress—the woman after 
whom he patterned the memorable 
character Lara in his internationally ac- 
Claimed novel, “Dr. Zhivago.” 

“It's not only that I slept with Boris 
Leanidovich, I was bis right hand," she 
suid. “I knew his thoughts, his deeds, 
his plans,” 

She also shared his agony in the inter- 
national furor, created by the publication 
abroad in 1958 of "Dr. Zhivago,” which was 
denounced by the Soviet Union's official 
Union of Writers. 

After he won the Nobel Prize, Paster- 
nak was forced to choose between accept- 
ing the award in Stockholm and never 
returning home or renouncing it. Under 
immense pressure. he chose the latter, 

Mrs. Ivinskaya seid the venomous at- 
tacks on Fasternak scarred his memory, 
and forced her to write ber memoirs, 

“I had no other way out,” she said. “T 
did what I had to do.” 

She said she did not intend for her 
Manuscript to be published abroad, but 
that through friends who had read copies 
of it, the took turned up in the West. It 
will be published in February. 

She said she did not want to stir up 
“noise"—she just wanted to teli the truth 

Asked if she fears repercussions, Mrs. 
Ivinskaya sald quietly: “Everything is 


possible,”
